Alexander Eisemann, president of Hie Nalional -Radio 


'Chamber of Commerce and member of the Freed-Eisemami i 
Radio Corporation of New York, issues a warning to those 
who are templed to plunge into radio investment. "Millions 
were lost in oil," lie says, "but ma 113 more millions will be losi 
in radio." 


Mr. Eisemann then goes on to say that hundreds of thous- 


ands of people throughout the1 country think that radio is a 
"gusher," that it will bring to investors immense profits, and 
that many who would be very careful about investing in gill- 
edged securities "never hesitate when the magic word 'radio' 
is whispered to them." 
. Proceeding, Mr. Eisoinann says tliat within the last three 
months no less thaii 1,250 corporations ha,ve been organized 
io manufacture radio apparatus, and that as many of them 
have not the requisite technical skill at their command there 
will necessarily be many'failures. He goes on to explain that 
there are many things in cdnnectiph with this manufacture, as 
with others, which dp not appear on'the surface, leading or- 
ganizers and investor's into errors in their calculations that are 
liable to prove exceedingly costly. Another bad thing in con- 
nection with the radio business is, according to Mr. Ifisemann, 
that many of these manufacturers are infringing upon each 
other's patents, and in the course of lime this will mean trouble 
and expense which will be fell by investors. 
- 


Whether Mr. Eisemann lias any selfish purpose in uttering 


a waning that may dissuade some prospective investors from 
rushing into the radio Held may be a question, but it will be 
the parl of prudence to consider what he has to say and lo 
weigh the evidence carefully before taking the plunge. In tins 
'day of new developments and sudden fortunes there is an in- 
creasing tendency lo "take a chance." 
In some cases these 


ventures prove very profitable and arc widely advertised, as 
success in anything always is, while little mention is made of 
the lives and fortunes that are wrecked. 


Radio is a new thing and il,apparently has a greal future 


before il, but this fact "hardly warrants hasty investments on 
the parl of people who cannot afford to lose in case luck does 
not come their way. Many have been financially crippled by 
ventures of this sort, and Ihis does not imply that (hose who 
induced'them to invest were dishonest. With reference to an 
enterprise based on a new invention no one can be .absolutely 
certain of.the outcome. Even though everything is fairly rep- 
resented, there are possibilities which no one can foresee, and 
sometimes the day of satisfactory financial returns is long de- 
ferred in the case of even the most valuable inventions.. 


The investor of moderale means should give first considera- 


tion to the element of safety, which is of far more importance 
than the size of the dividend. But the hope of big dividends 
leads many to lake'chances, and the result is often bitter dis- 
appointment and losses thai arc hard to bear. The inclination 
to do this is stimulated by successful ventures on the part of 
.others, which, as before slated,' are widely known, while the 
failures are allowed to rest "unhonored and unsung." 


For these reasons what Mr. Efseinann says is worth heeding. 


It need not defer anyone who knows what he is about from 
investing in radio or anything else, but il may well lead per- 
sons of'"moderate means to-think twice before entering any 
field crowded with people seeking to ''get rich quick."
